to play ht; blooate PriJe , for the totall ruine and ſubuerſion of the Ne 
therlands,Who( tothe eye of the World,and to humane Tuigement ) muſt 
fhovtly ſinke, if the two Kings of Great Brittaine and France doe not 
make them ſwim, by ſpeedily ſending them brane ſuccours and aſſiſtance 


in this their vrgent neceſſitie. 
eAnd Whereunto tends all this treachrrops ambition, and formidable 


oſurpation and greatneſſe of the King of Spaine, but to cut out a paſſage . 


With his Sword, and- to make his T roopes and Regiments fiys ore the 


Alpes, for bis -eretting and obtaining of the Weſfterne Empire ? eAnd 


Whereunts tends it;I ſay, but to make hu T erritories and Doyminions to 
encirculize Great Brittaine aud Francegyea, to be rheir ( loyſter, and to 
whe and eſteewe thoſe two famons eMonarchirs but onely as a fatall 
Church-yardgto burne and triterre themſclues in? . 


But (illuſtrious and generous Strs ) Is this all the mallice and trea-. 


cherie Which Spaine hath offered towards England ? O ne,nothing leſſe: 
for vpon that Jowrney(Which Was as dangerous as ſndden )of our Prince 
eto Spaine (then Whom, the World hath not a braner ) hath not the 
Kirg of Spain2 dealt treacherouſly With hins, about his Match With the 
Infanta,hrs Sifter ? yea, haut they not tn his Princely perſon violated the 
Lawes of Hoſpitalit y;and the Primiledges of Prixces (When lying vndes 
his orzne Roofe ) by attewmpting to tye him to formes, Which Were diame- 
trally oppoſite to hizhoxdy;yea,rd be fo audacioliſly umpudent as With much 
wviolencie and wvirilencie to ſeeks to put a_rape vpon his Conſcience and 
Religion, their profered enforcement of his Conuerſion ro Poperie? as if 
their Infanta had bin ts hinms more precious then his Soule, or that he had 
bin fo Wreritchedly grounded and inſtrutted in Pine, that his Highnefſe 
Would haue for faken his God purpoſely to haue obeyed & adored the K ng 
of Spaine,\o 7s gt nor ak. a greater King then hets a Prince, 
71d to ftep yet a Hegree farther , Was it not a Helliſh Policie,and a 
Diabolicall Deſigne& Reſolution of the (ouncell of Spaine,to aduiſe uur 
Prince, vpen his returne imo England, ts Warre vpon the Proteſtants, 
and to proffer him an eArmie toſuppreſſe and exterminate them : The 
Proteflants,1 ſay,Who are thoſe by Whom our King his Father reigneth, 
and Without Whom his eMuieftie can neuer ſubfift, nor reigne ; wor his 
Higheſt ſucceſſnely afpire,or hope to afure to his (rownes «nd King 
; domes 
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domes after him, fith they are the Life, the Vigour, the Heart, and the 
Soules thereof. «And will cur King ,and our 'Prince,our Parliaments, 
and our Pro:c5ta'its of England, 15en cuer forget this inveterate rage, 
and infernall malice of Spaine agar ft them ? as alſs the r:ft of their um. 
perious and inſulting carriase towards his Highneſſe,and towards Great 
B:itaine, 4s i/ r9ey priz'd it at ſo low a rate, and made their boundleſſe 
ambition ſo exreſſtuely ecicr-value their owne Spaine, that that Were 11 
the C.ifis of her Weazerefſe and muſerie, and this in the prume and ver 
tical point of her power and glory? And When his Highneſſe preſſed them 
for the reſtitution of the Palatinate,Which they bad often promiſed to the 
Kung his F arher , then they tewmporitd ſo cann:ngly, and ſubrliiJed fa 
trecheroufly With hus,that entry day brought forth new delays and dif- 
$culties till in the end they had made the cure Worſe then the diſe.xſe,and 
hauing taken firms footing therein, Were enforced te unuaile and vmacke 
their diſſimulation , and faintly and colaly to affirme, that they Would 
treat With the Emperonr for the reftiturion hereof but conld rot promiſe 
it. Thus hauing abuſed, firſt our King the Father,and then our Prince 
the Sorne, they haue now likewiſe betrayed and Tuned our Princeſſe the 
Dawghter in their firall Conqueſt, and reſolute detention of the Prince 
her Hwubands Palarinate j that Prmnc:fſe I ſay,Whoſe royal and ſublime 
vertues make her the Honour of her T ime,the Ornawcnt of ver Sex,aud 
the Phantx Princeſſe of the World : Wiereusto adding the alfointe 
breach of the Match , long ſiace propietically delaceratec, and caſt m 
Heanen by the Princely and Royall «Authors of this Conſultation, and 
ſince the ſame breach here on Earth likewiſe ſo happuly confirmed by the 
King, as alſo by the Prince : So all theſe premiſſes conſ1d:red, hath not 
England reaſon to hate Spainc,in regard Spaine hates it? esþecially be- 
cauſe of theſe two mame enſuing points ,and important conſtderations ?
